abut with a few changes that 
could be vital in the future. 

Saskatoon Star-Phoenix—There 
should be little comfort for any 
political party in yesterday's 
election results, True, the Pro- 
gressive Conservatives improved 
their position and showed unex- 
pected strength in Nova Scotia 
and Quebec, True, the New 
Democratic Party increased its 
popular vote, and the Creditistes 
held up better than expected in 
Quebec.

The results may be interpreted 
as indicating that the people do not 
want either major party very much 
and favor the minor parties still 
less. This is far from a‘satisfactory 
situation for a country with Can- 
ada’s stresses within and commit- 
ments without; it reflects little credit 
on either the parties or. the nation. 


We may now look forward to a 
period—to be measured in months 
or perhaps years—which will large- 
ly- duplicate the experience of the 
past two and a half years. The Lib- 
eral administration will be able to 
continue governing, with the sup- 
port of the NDP or the Creditiste 
splinters—and with all the handicaps 
which such disparate forms of as- 
sistance must impose. It will be gov- 
ernment at the discretion of minor- 
ity groups, but with a certain prom- 
ise of strength arising from the re- 
luctance of any group to precipitate 
another election—at least for a year 
or two—by defeating the adminis- 
tration. 


The tragedy of Canadian politics 
in this decade is seen once more in 
the Liberals’ shattering lack of sup- 
port in the West, and in the Con- 
servatives’ equally destructive defi- 
ciency in Quebec. This results in a 
sectionalism which detracts from 
either major party’s claim to be 
fully representative on a nationwide 
basis. In the case of the Conserva- 
tives, of course, the lack of French- 


Canadian strength is particularly 
significant. 

Mr. Pearson has failed to achieve 
what he undertook to do—that is, 
win a majority in parliament. To 
that extent he has lost political 
strength personally and for his 
party. But no other party has made 
significant numerical gains—and-no 
one can claim an overall victory at 
Liberal expense. This leaves us 
where we found ourselves in April, 
1963, but the effects this time may 
be much more far-reaching. 

The federal government will 
soon enter into negotiations with the 
provinces on constitutional and 
other issues; it must do so from the 
relatively weak position of a minor-' 
ity administration. This could have 
long-lasting significance for the 
structure of Confederation as it will 
now be determined. 

Mr. Pearson’s task emerges 
clearly. He failed to gain a major- 
ity because of lack of confidence in 
his government. He must now win 
that confidence by doing what he 
should have done earlier: he must 
clean house in his cabinet, remove 
the deadwood which proved an em- 
barrassment in the last year, and 
work to restore in the Canadian 
people a faith in parliament which 
in recent times has sadly faltered. 
He now has a new parliament and 
a new deal, even though not a de- 
cisive one, and he should no longer 
be bound by earlier commitments to 
any member of his cabinet who does 
not carry the confidence of the 
people. 

By their conduct and their 
achievement in the days to come 
the Liberals have a good opportun- 
ity to rebuild nation-wide support. 
But it can only be done by putting 
good government before every other 
consideration. 


‘No’ to Parochialism 


Te IS LITTLE IN THE 
election results on which Cana- 


dians may compliment themselves. - 


There is still a state of national con- 
fusion as to leadership and objec- 
tives, 

But at least the country has 
avoided the threat raised by Pre- 
mier Bennett’s call to British Co- 
lumbia to send a strong squad to 
Ottawa to force the legislative ma- 
chinery to turn only for this prov- 
ince’s benefit. The people have once 
more thoroughly repudiated Social 
Credit as a factor in national poli- 
tics, and even in Quebec Mr. Caou- 
ette’s Creditiste splinter hangs on 
only as a fragmented relic of the 
separatist threat. 

The voters may be confused, but 
they are still determined to reject 


the unorthodox parties on any na- 
tional basis. 

Locally, where a good turnout 
at the polls provided an effective 


answer to earlier charges of public 


apathy, the people’s preference for 
familiar and proven representatitves 
was clearly shown. 

In Victoria, and in Esquimalt- 
Saanich, voters returned two mem- 
bers who have ably represented 
their constituencies and won the 
people's confidence. Mr. Groos and 
Mr. Chatterton may reflect with 
pride on the confidence which has 
once more been shown -in them. 
Some of the newcomers to the local 
federal arena made creditable first- 
time runs, but {he incumbents were 
able to widen their’ leads’ almost 
from the first returns. 


Talk Out the Differences 


COMMITTEE WHICH 
worked successfully to have a 
stadium chosen as Greater Vic- 
toria’s combined centennial project 
has grave misgivings about the 
selection of a site on the University 
of Victoria campus. Spokesmen for 
the group seek discussions with the 
municipalities, convinced that once 
the council members have heard the 
information the committee says it 
can provide, the Gordon Head site 
will be abandoned. 

The committee deserves a hear- 
ing. The authorities who will even- 
tually establish the stadium should 
welcome all the information they 
can receive. Similarly, the commit- 
tee members who have been so out- 
spoken should welcome—and listen 
to—the opinion of those who favor 
the site. 


It would be foolish for either 
group, or any other, to assume an 
air of omniscience. But if the cen- 
tennial stadium is to represent the 
ideal it is supposed to represent, 
then it should be created in har- 
mony. That spirit can only be pro- 
moted by open discussion, which 
rises above sectional interest and 
recognizes -the project as a truly 
Greater Victoria amenity. 

Dr. Malcolm Taylor, in his ear- 
lier comment on the proposal to 
locate the stadium at Gordon Head, 
underscored the fact that the offer 
of a site emphasized the desire of 
university leaders to encourage 
community use of the facilities. 

The university apparently has 
ho wish to enter into competition 
for a monopoly on the stadium. 
Neither should any other group.

Westminster Looks at Itself 


"THE MOTHER of Parliaments is begin- House of Commons, few Labor ones can 


ning to shew her age. After centuries 
during which Britons have prided them- 
selves on possesing the most envied and 
most efficient parliamentary system in 
the world, an uneasy feeling is now 
growing that British institutions no 
longer meet today’s needs. 

The dissatisfaction has been simmer- 
ing away for some time now, but the 
pressure for reform really began to 
make itself felt only with the election 
of a new Parliament tast year. Not only 
did this bring into office a government 
with a small majority, which was there- 
fore interested in devising means of 
making the parliamentary machine work 
more efficiently; it also brought into the 
House of Commons a lot of new Labor 
MPs who did not look on the place 
merely as “the best club in the world.” 
As they saw it, they had been elected 
to do a job of work—and the House of 
Commons did not provide the means to 
do it efficiently. They were not greatly 
impressed by the argument that it is 
dangerous to tamper with tradition. 


Self-Criticism 

So now the British are in the middle 
of a bout of parliamentary introspection 
and self-criticism. There is a committee 
considering changes in parliamentary 
procedure. There is a committee con- 
sidering what changes are needed in the 
facilities offered to MPs. There is a 
committee considering whether Britain’s 
electoral system needs changing. 

But although both the government and 
most backbench MPs are agreed on the 
need for some changes, there is in prac- 
tice a conflict of interest between them. 
The government's main concern is so to 
streamline procedure as to get more of 
its measures through Parliament more 
quickly. The main interest of MPs is 
to get more opportunities for exercising 


their own influence over the govern- 


ment’s measures and policies. 

At present it looks as though the gov- 
ernment will concentrate on those 
changes which will be politically advan- 
tageous to itself. For instance, it seems 
probable that in future sick MPs will be 
able to vote by proxy. For a govern- 
ment with a majority of three, the ex- 
pediency of such a reform is obvious 
enough. Moreover, there are other ad- 
vantages. The spectacle of sick MPs 
being brought to Westminster in ambu- 
lances for critical votes is one which 
hardly encourages respect for Parlia- 
ment. 


Modernizing Quarters 


But the government is being more 

cautious in conceding any reforms which 
would strengthen the influence of indi- 
vidual MPs. Its main concession to 
backbench opinion has been to speed up 
the process of modernizing the Palace of 
Westminster itself—an imitation Gothic 
pile redolent of a more leisurely age, 
when legislators were not expected to 
use it as a place of business or work. 
. Long corridors stretch in endless 
mazes through the Palace. Busts and 
portraits of bygone politicians stand 
guard. It is all impressive as a kind of 
historical museum. But it is also fiend- 
ishly inconvenient for Members of Par- 
liament. : 

The great majority of them do not 
have private offices. At best they have 
a locker. There is no space where MPs 
can conveniently dictate to their secre- 
taries. And while some Tory MPs can 
afford to maintain offices outside the

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do so. Hence their demand for reform. 

To some extent, this is now being met. 
The Palace of Westminster has actually 
been brought under the control of MPs 
themselves—for strange to say, until now 
it has always been regarded as a royal 
palace, and as such beyond the power 
of parliament itself. An attempt is being 
made to use the available space more 
efficiently. And a long term scheme for 
building an office annnex for MPs is 
under way. 


Executive Administration 


All this may be very encouraging for 
MPs. But there is little sign of any 
major concessions by the government on 
the most important of all: strengthening 
the ability of backbench MPs to scru- 
tinize the executive’s administration. 

Yet. this is at the root of the feeling— 
vague, ill-defined but widespread—that 
somehow Parliament is failing in its 
functions. The trend of the present cen- 
tury has been towards a much stronger 
executive: no one now expects govern- 
ments to be turned out by a House of 
Commons vote. The result is that MPs 
have come close to feel that they are 
regarded as so many automatic voting 
machines. 

This may be an exaggerated view. 
There are many backstairs ways in 
which MPs can seek to influence govern- 
ment policies—in party meetings, for in- 
stance. But this kind of private lobbying 
is not the monopoly of MPs. It is also 
carried out (and often more effectively) 
by, for example, industrial associations 
and trades unions—who are often con- 
sulted by government departments when 
new legislation is being prepared. 

What many MPs want, therefore, is a 
strengthened system of inquiry into the 
affairs of the government. They want to 
be able to find out why the government 
takes certain decisions, what facts they 
were based on, etc. — questions which 


cannot be answered during general de- 
bates. They want something less than 
the American system of congressional 
committees, with their wide inquisitorial 
powers, but something more than the 
committees they have already got. 

It may be that, as a result of a typ- 
ically British compromise, such a system 
will gradually evolve as a result of 
adapting the existing committees (which 
in theory are mostly limited to examin- 
ing only the financial aspects of govern- 
ment policy). But if so, a great deal of 
resistance will have to be overcome. 

Ministers dislike seeing the power of 
backbench MPs strengthened. Civil 
servants resent having to give time up 
to answering questions. And many MPs 
themselves (Labor and Conservative) 
feel that a committee system would blunt 
the fine edge of party controversy—since 
MPs, by becoming too specialized and 
too knowledgeable about the affairs of 
the department they were examining, 
‘might no longer be prepared to pattern 
their arguments on the simple, dialec- 
tical symmetry required in a two-party 
system of government. 


Begs Question 

The fear may be well grounded. But 
it begs the question whether in fact Par- 
liament should still be conducted on the 
principle of a medieval tournament— 
with the MPs jousting against each other 
in single combat and good inevitably 
triumphing over evil. 

If there is disillusionment with Brit- 
tain’s Parliament, it is at least partly 
because there is a feeling that this kind 
of tournament produces only mock 
battles—and that the really interesting 
and decisive debatés are now being con- 
ducted privately not-in the House of 
Commons but in the cabinet room, in 
the Whitehall offices of the civil servants 
and in the headquarters of the great 
vested interests of labor and industry.

Cadboro Bay Rezoning 

Two years ago a large number of 
ratepayers attended public hearings to 
oppose rezoning of residential property 
and the construction of high-rise apart- 
ments in the Cadboro Bay area, 

The applicants—and some were so un- 
kind as to call them speculators—con- 
tended that they desired only to build 
in Cadboro Bay itself. Residents right- 
ly dismissed this suggestion on the very 
obvious grounds that one rezoning would 
create a precedent, and that the whole 
of the Gordon Head-Ten-Mile Point area 
would inevitably become the next target 
of the “‘developers."" Once one rezoning 
was permitted in the area, it would be 
morally impossible to deny others. 

The second and far more beguiling 
contention was that taxes would be dra- 
matically and abruptly reduced, At the 
same time, unfortunately, they did not 
disclose who, after the high-rises had 
reared their ugly heads, was going to pay 
for the improved roads and sidewalks, 
the new sewage system, and the addi- 
tional schools and public parks required 
~ accommodate the increased popula- 

ion. 

Through the good offices of our pres- 
ent reeve and of our champion on coun- 
cil, Harold Todd, the application was re- 
jected. Now, however, a fresh assault is 
under way. A petition is being circu- 
lated in Cadbore Bay, ‘soliciting support 
for rezoning. The pitch is the same: a 
dramatic reduction in taxes if residents 
will allow progress to be consummated. 

The most intriguing aspect of this pe- 
tition is that it is being circulated by 
@ young man driving a car bearing Cali- 
fornia licence plates. Very touching, 
when you come to think ot it, that a 
Californian should be trying to reduce 
the burden of the municipal taxpayer 
in Saanich. And all the time one thought 
the Americans were indifferent to our 
problems.—P. Corley-Smith, 2950 Sea 
Point Drive.

~ De Gaulle Versus NATO 


‘THE long winter of conflict between 

General de Gaulle and his NATO 
allies began last week with the announce- 
ment that France will not take part in 
a special meeting of eight or nine 
defence ministers fixed for the end of 
November in Paris. The meeting is to 
consider ways of giving America’s 
European allies a greater voiee in 
nuclear strategy. 

Thus the general is threatening to 
smash both NATO and the Common 
Market in their present form. Never 
have his intentions been so clear. 
Washington, London and Bonn are deter- 
mined to stand firm, As one allied 
diplomat put it: ‘We believe, in the 
light of experience from two world wars, 
that we need more in ion, not less.” 

So French the united policy 
of America, Britaiftyind West Germany 
must inevitably crash‘ is 
a question of when. 

It seems unlikely that the general 
will make this policy an issue during the 
election campaign for the presidency, 
although he may wrap it up in the 
guise of a referendum asking the French

independence.” Opinion polls show that 
there is widespread opposition to his 
foreign policy among the informed elite, 
and even the uninformed masses, as one 
French weekly put it, ‘‘fail to follow his 
anti-American and Common Market

What are General Je Gaulie's atti- 
tudes to NATO? He believes that the 
alliance is nearing the end of its useful 
life and that because the Russian threat 
is diminishing, NATO’s role should 
diminish with it. He disagrees with 
American strategy in Europe which is 
now based on the theory of “graduated 
response’ as opposed to ‘‘massive 
nuclear retaliation’’ which is the strategy 
of his force de frappe (nuclear force). 

General de Gaulle is as determined 
as the U.S. to retain full control of his 
forces, dislikes integration on principle, 

d has never offered to share the 
French nuclear capability with anyone. 


He also believes that SHAPE (Supreme 
Headquarters Allied Powers Europe) has 
outlived its usefulness, and that the 
various European military commands 
(even. those like SACEUR which is com- 
manded by a Frenchman) should be 
eliminated and replaced by a military 
planning staff who are confined to the 
paper work of coordinating planning of 
each individual ally. 

The logical outcome of this is that 
NATO would be replaced by a loose 
series of bilateral alliances (like the 
Franco-German treaty) between the im- 
portant allies, making no allowances for 
peripheral NATO allies in Scandinavia 
and southern Europe, 


Incompatible 


To have foreign troops or nuclear 
warheads stationed on French soil is 
incompatible with General de Gaulle’s 
idea of national independence. One of 
de Gaulle’s first actions when he came 
to power in 1958 was to banish United 
States atomic warheads from French 
soil. Since then he has gradually with- 
drawn French forces from NATO. He 
withdrew the French Mediterranean 
Fleet and then a French air defence 
squadron assigned to NATO. He diverted 
French NATO divisions stationed in Ger- 
many to Algeria and never replaced 
them when the Algerian war was over. 

The present French commitment in 
Germany is only two under-strength divi- 
sions of about 23,000 men. The French 
Atlantic Fleet was withdrawn from NATO 
in 1963 and French forces did not par- 
ticipate in NATO manoeuvres in the 
same year. In 1964 he withdrew French 
naval officers from the Channel and 


Mediterranean commands and recently 
banned the rebuilding of a U.S. army 
communications centre and vetoed plans 
for a new SHAPE headquarters. 

In the light of this it is clear what 
General de Gaulle meant by the state- 
ment at his press conference on Septem- 
ber 9: “Nineteen sixty-nine will be the 
end of our subordination to integration 
which puts our destiny in the hands of 
foreigners.” Between now and 1969, 
assuming that de Gaulle either imple- 
ments it himself or ensures the irre- 
vocable continuity of his policy, France 
may ask the U.S. to withdraw all her 


forces and installations from French 
territory. 

What would this mean for — the 
Americans? 


It would mean rerouting the American 
supply lines through Northern European 
ports like Rotterdam, Antwerp and 
Bremerhaven. It would mean redeploying 
American's $1,750 million investment in 
France and finding new quarters for 
66,000 military personnel who are cur- 
rently stationed in France. 


Unemployment 


It would also mean unemployment for 
some 12,000 French civilians. Most im- 
portant of all, such changes in the supply 
system would necessarily reduce the size 
of the American Seventh Army forces 
in Europe, The present supply system 
includes such permanent installations as 
oil and jet-fuel pipelines across France. 
Any other supply system would take 
years to build up. 

SHAPE could be easily moved to 
Britain and sites could be found at 
Aachen or Luxembourg for other NATO 
subsidiary headquarters, but rerouting 
the supply system would present a key 
problem. It would be relatively easy to 
redeploy the remaining four active U.S. 
Air Force bases in France to other NATO 
countries, and to close down 10 other 
air bases on French soil which are 
maintained but are unused. 

The latest French plan is to replace 
NATO by a European defence force, 
excluding the United States, an idea pub- 
lished in a quarterly review by the 
French Centre for the Study of Foreign 
Policy. Elysee officials deny that the 
general approved this study but admit 
that he saw it. The French force de 
frappe and Britain's RAF would be the 
spearhead of the defence force. 

West Germany would be excluded 
from all nuclear strategy and in return 
for having no finger on the nuclear 
trigger France would provide Germany 

with a nuclear umbrella and work for 
Germany's ultimate reunffication,

Can You Call Reading 
A ‘Most Essential Art?’

HE ability to read, which we take for 

granted and treat so casually,” says 
Dr, Kaye Lamb, “‘is one of the most essential 
arts that Young Canada can acquire ei 

This sentence  intro- 
duces his patron’s message 
for Young Canada’s. Book 
bbe starting next Mon- 

day. The distinguished and 
erudite British Columbian, 
who was born in New West- 
minster and now holds the 
post of National Librarian 
and Dominion Archivist 
elaborates his point. 

“Thanks to radio, tele- 
vision, moving pictures and 
the picture magazines,” he adds, “we seem 
to spend most of our time nowadays. looking 
and listening rather than reading. A few people 
in high educational places have even predicted 
that reading (and writing too, for that mat- 
ter) are entering a period of decline." 

Then he makes a point for reading. You 
can pick what you want to read. When you 
watch and listen, you are usually subjected to 
something somebody else had selected for you. 
Your choice is restricted. 

This makes pretty good sense. But does it 
make reading an art? The concept is a little 
strange to me. I have taken the ability to fol- 
low the meaning of words printed on a page 
to be a very useful access to information, but 
not an art form in itself. On the other hand, if 
somebody pushed the button and the surviving 
monkeys had to start evolving upward into 
humans again—assuming that monkeys sur- 
vived the holocaust—reading would be a lost 
art for quite a time. 

* * * 

T'll accept as art the product of the great 
writers. To me that is the most understandable 
art form in existence. And it is understand- 
able only because people can read, So maybe 
the literature of the ages is art solely because 
it is a participating activity, with the reader 
making his contribution as well as the cre- 
ator. Otherwise all those who set down im- 
perishable words could have “been ‘‘mute in- 
glorious Miltons."’ 

Okay. But I still don't think reading is an 
art. Dr. Lamb won't particularly care about 
my convictions on that score, On the other 
hand, I do care about the issue he has raised 
relative to .reading being the instrument 
through which people can choose, And I think 
it high time that we encouraged the young- 


sters to make that choice more. critical. 

Too-much of the reading that is offered to 
us is not worth the eyestrain. 

Friends of mine who get around to National 
Parks more often than I do, usually return 
home to show me pictures of cheerful and 
relatively tame bears stumbling around the 
garbage dumps established for the recreational 
centres. The animals paw amiably among the 
refuse, looking for some discarded tidbit here 
and another there. Close by are usually. signs 
warning people to leave the bears alone. 
Bruin, according to the story, isn’t vicious, 
but he’s apt to take a long-fingernailed swipe 
at anyone who comes too close when he’s root- 
ing around, or he may just hug the tourist a 
little too vigorously in a gesture of off-handed 
affection. 

It seems to me that you could stretch this 
into an analogy of what happens to a lot of 
youngsters turned loose on the dump heap of 
trash publications. They may be merely look- 
ing for a tidbit here or there, but they can 
become dangerous to the unsuspecting person 
in the course of their foraging. Also the 
dump heap diet imparts to them the threat of 
infection. 


* * * 
Dr, Lamb calls reading an art and he ap 
.pears to consider it essential because pro- 


vides the individual with a means of choice. 
This could be so, but unless some cultivation 
is done to refine the choice, mere access to 
variety isn't going to do much that is con- 
struetive. Young Canada, for instance, could 
make a wide selection in smut from the avail- 
able material. 

I happen to believe that the way to handle 
this problem is to develop in the young reader 
a discrimination by which he learns to sep- 
arate the worthwhile from the worthless in his 
reading. He should be encouraged to move a 
shade or two above the bears browsing on the 
dump heap. And there is any amount of excel- 
lent sustenance for him in the better class of 
reading at hand today. 

If he turns to it, as I hope Young Canada’s 
Book Week will encourage him to turn, then he 
should refine his selectivity still further.. 

Among what adults take to be acceptable 
literature there is still a super-abundance of 
thought content no better than that selected 
for the consuming public by other media in- 
volved in commercial communication. 

If there is any hope of reading becoming 
an art, the critically faculty is the ¢haracter- 
istic which will make it so.

in particular for more and 
better food at prices within 
their reach. 

There are many aspects to 
the problem: the facts about 
the current level of diet, the 
inddequacy to ensure a 
healthy, active life to the peo- 
ple, the number of sufferers 
from hunger and malnutrition, 
the immediate need to make 
good the deficiencies in the 
diet, the possibilities of raising 
the needed food, etc. 

The salient feature regard- 
ing the current levels of diets 
is that the diet in the poor 
countries consists predomi- 
nantly of cereals and starchy 
roots amounting to an average 
consumption of nearly 600 
grams per person per day. 

The rich countries on the 
other hand, while consuming 
even a larger quantity of 
cereals and starchy roots, con- 
sume twice as large a quan- 
tity of fruits and vegtables and 
six times as large a quantity 
of animal products. This large 
disparity is reflected in the 


differences in the calorie and | 


nutrient supplies. 


Diet Monotonous 


This shows that the poor 
countries consume around 
2,150 calories per person per 
day with 77 per cent of the 


-calories derived from carbo- 


hydrate _ foods (cereals, 
starchy roots and sugar), em- 
phasising the monotony of the 
diet for large sections of the 
population. Against this, the 
food consumed by the rich 
countries provides over 3,050 
calories per person per day— 
the share of cereals, starchy 
roots and sugar being only, 57 
per cent. More striking is the 


contrast in animal protein per | 


person per day, which is only 
one fifth of the consumption 
per head in the rich countries.

How inadequate are the cur- 


rent levels of diet? To answer 
this question we must first 
define hunger. The term cov- 
ers both undernutrition and 
malnutrition but is sometimes 
used in the 
nutrition only. 

Undernutrition means in- 
adequacy in the quantity of 
the diet, that is, in calorie in- 
take. Continued over a long

period, undernutrition results | 


either in loss of normal body 
weight or reduction in physi- 
cal activity, or both. 

This definition is strictly 
appropriate to adults, not to 
children. For 
consequences of low calorie 
intake are unsatisfactory 
growth and physical develop- 
ment and a reduction in the 
high degree of activity char- 
acteristic of healthy children. 


Active Life 


Malnutrition means inade- 
quacy the nutritional qual- 
ity of the diet which if made 
good enables a person to lead 
a healthy, active life, 

More precisely, it denotes 
inadequacy of one (particu- 
lar) or several essential nu- 
trients. Serious shortages of 
nutrients may result in clin- 
ical signs of specific defi- 
ciency diseases; minor de- 
grees of deficiency contribute 
to poor general health (sub- 
clinical malnutrition) 

Studying the results from 
the different countries I have 
reached the conclusion that at 
a very conservative estimate 
20 per cent of the people in 
the less developed areas are 
undernourished. 


The adverse effects on 
health of such undernutrition 
cannot be emphasized foo 
strongly. Observations show 


that undernutrition may 
change the whole manner of 
life of people and is respon- 
sible for loss of body weight,

insufficient physical effort and 


increased morbidity, and in 
its most serious degree may 


lead to death from starva- 
tion. 
Thus, the facts that  be- 


tween 1,000 to 1,500 million 
people in the underdeveloped 
areas are either hungry or 
malnourished and that the 
population is growing at over 
2 per cent per annum stress 
the need for immediately in- 
creasing food production. As 
a spur to this action and in 
order that nations may have 
a measure oi the task that 
confronts them FAO has for- 
mulated nutritional goals of 
two types. 


First Step 


The short-term goals are but 
a first step looking as far 
ahead as the years 1980 in 
what must be a continuous 
effort to achieve an improve- 
ment in health throvgh better 
nutrition. 


The long-term goals do not 
provide any final’ answer 
either to the- problem of 
hunger or malnutrition but 
give some idea of the scope 
for improvement in diet- as 


— the problem of poverty and 


scarcity becomes less acute. 
They are relevant for plan- 
ning purposes, looking as far 
ahead as the year 2000. 

The food basket available 
today in the less developed 
countries is hardly four-fifths 
of the diet represented by the 
short-term goal. The deficit 
is particularly large in pro- 
tective foods whose availabil- 
ity per person is only three- 
fourths of what is nutritionally 
desirable under the short-term 
goal of nutrition. 

If in addition to providing 
for the needs of the growing 


spopulation we are also to re- 


move hunger and attempt a 
modest improvement in the 
quality of diet to meet the 
needs of the vulnerable groups 
the total tood supplies of 
the underdeveloped countries 
would have to be increased 
by over 89 per cent by the 
year 1980. 

The attainment of the short- 
term and long-term goals of 
nutrition pre-supposes that the 
additional supplies of protec- 
tive foods and in particular 
animal products would be ad- 
ministered to the needy. Such 
feeding programs have been 
successfully undertaken in the 
developed. countries through 
the school clinics and the hos- 
pitals. Even in the developed 
countries, excellent work has 
been done by UNICEF and 
other organizations in distrib- 
uting skimmed milk powder 
to pre-school children and to 
other vulnerable groups.

PRINCE ALBERT — There 
can be no doubt about it: the 
Liberals won the election but 
John Diefenbaker won the 
campaign. 

He fought against odds that 
even. in retrospect, look im- 
possible. Only two months 
ago it seemed preposterous to 
suggest that this elecion would 
be anything more than a poli- 
tical obituary for that stub- 
born old politician from Prince 
Albert. 

But he proclaimed his fifth 
“appointment with destiny,” 
and he almost met it, 

His failure to pioneer any 
dynamic new solution to Can- 
ada's problems, mattered little 
to Canadian electors. 

His appeal rang true, and 
that was what counted. 

There was little logic or 
structure in his speeches, but 
he was angry with what had 
been happening in Ottawa 
under the Pearson administra- 
tion, and this, it turns out, was 
also the prevailing mood of the 
nation. 

In his campaign John Dief- 
enbaker took the risk of expos- 
ing his illusions to the test of 
reality. He fought on a plat- 
form which advocates the 
“One Canada" concept of Con- 
federation which according to 
all the experts is impractical, 
obsolete and dangerous, But 
five of Canada's 10 provinces 
accepted it to the extent that 
they elected only two Liberals 
between them. And even Que- 
bee did not wholly reject the 
Diefenbaker approach, 

He stood as the champion 
of a way of life that was sup- 
posed to have disappeared in 
the affluent 60s. Yet the pion- 
eer, Protestant ethic _ still 
seems to have a powerful hold 
in this country, and it rebelled 
against the Liberal govern- 
ment's cavalier treatment of 
the scandals, 


Rural Appeal 


John Diefenbaker directed 
his message to the rural, el- 
derly and economically under- 
privileged-sectors of the voting 
public. Obviously this appeal 
achieved considerable reson- 
ance with a wider audience. 

All through his campaign, 
Diefenbaker stressed that ‘‘the 
Pearson brand of Liberalism’’ 
was not “‘in the great tradition 
of Laurier, Mackenzie King 
and St. Laurent.’’ This attempt 
to implant a seed of doubt into 
the thinking of partisan Lib- 
erals was at least partially 
successful. At the same time, 
Diefenbaker was claiming that

under the Pearson administra- 
tion, a wedge had been driven 


_between the government and 


the people. 

It was this last appeal which 
probably did the most damage 
to the Liberal cause. The 
Pearson administration in fact 
was not a people's government 
but a regime of well-meaning 
technocrats. The voters 
sensed thrs alienation, inter; 
preted it as arrogance, and 
opted against it.’ 

John Diefenbaker's triumph 
remains only a half victory, 
because he is still far removed 
from any return to power, But 
he has gained at least two 
momentous personal achieve- 
ménts, He has vindicated him- 
self with the Canadian people, 
and he has once again estab- 
lished his control over the Con- 
servative party. 

As always, John Diefenbaker 
remains a triumphant assort- 
ment of paradoxes. He is the 
only prime minister in Cana- 
dian history who never was 
granted the magic stamp of 
legitimacy by the nation’s poli- 
tical and economic “‘establish- 
ments.’ While in office, he 
shocked the fastidious and 
amused the detached. 

But on the hustings, he re- 
mains the champion. And the 
roots of political power in this 
country still lie close to the 
ground.

Unexpected 
Opposition 


Holds Grits

QUEBEC — Quebec swung lazily toward the 
Liberals Monday. The swing was just strong enough 
to let the Liberals take the easy pickings from the 
divided Social Credit movement and to pick off a pair 
of the most loosely-held Conservative ridings. 

But the Liberal swing ran up against an unexpected increase 
in the Conservative vote—which enabled the PCs to gain more 
from the Liberals than they lost to them—and stronger resis- 
tance from Real Caouette’s Ralliement des Creditistes than had 
been expected. 

Despite the vigorous campaigning of its Quebec leader, 
Robert Cliche, the New Democratic Party remained scereless 
in the province, although it did slightly increase its percentage 
of the popular vote. 

Although the recent scandals undoubtedly helped the Con- 
servatives increase their share of the vote at the expense of 
the Liberals, two of the Conservative victories over the Liberals, 
Gaspe and Argenteuil-Two Mountains, were seen mainly as 
reflecting Jocal issues, In Gaspe, Conservative Russel Keays 
had campaigned hard on the theme that the area had been 
neglected by the government and promised to work for a 
railway from Matane to St. Anne des Monts. In both Gaspe 
and Argenteuil the current difficulties of Quebec farmers had 
aroused some resentment against the party in power. 


Tory Profits by Split Vote 


The third Conservative win over the Liberals was St. Jean- 
Iberville-Napierville, where Yvon Dupuis, former Liberal min- 
ister without portfolio, was running as an independent Liberal 
and was opposed by an official Liberal candidate. 

Mr. Dupuis was asked to resign from the cabinet after he 
was charged with influence-peddling. 

Although Mr, Dupuis campaigned vigorously and had looked 
like a winner in the riding which had been Liberal since Con- 
federation, he ran second to Conservative Paul Beaulieu who 
profited by the split Liberal vote. 

Conservatives did not suffer as much as expected from Mr. 
Diefenbaker’s unfavorable image in Quebec. But they did lose 
the two ridings that had been held by Conservatives who left 
the party in protest against Mr. Diefenbaker’s flag policy. 

In Three Rivers, riding of Leon Balcer who left the party on 
the grounds that there was no place for a French-Canadian in 
Mr. Diefenbaker’s party, an independent, J. A. Mongrain de- 
feated lacklustre Conservative and Liberal candidates. 

In Berthier-Maskinonge-Delanaudiere, which had been rep- 
resented by Remi Paul who crossed the floor during the flag 
debate to sit as an independent, the winner was Liberal Antonio 
Yanakis, 

Although Real Caouette saw his strength cut in two—in 
comparison with 1963—he showed that his brand of Social Credit 
was the only one that would sell in Quebec. 

The four former Socreds who remained loyal to Robert 
Thompson, and Dr. Guy Marcoux who had, left Mr. Caouette to 
sit as an independent Socred, were all thoroughly trounced. 
Two of them, in Lac St. Jean and Portneuf, were defeated by 
Caouette Creditistes. 

The core of the remaining Creditiste strength was among 
the loval Caouette disciples who were not involved, in 1963, 
with the “affair of the six.” However, one of the “‘six’? who 
signed a declaration of support for the Liberals in 1963, kept 
his seat. This was Ravmond Langlois in Megantic, one of the 
most diligent MPs in the movement. 

The two former Socreds who defected to the Conservatives— 
they were led into the party by Leon Balcer before he left it 
himself—were both beaten by Liberals. 

All Liberal cabinet ministers from the province were easily 
elected. 


Fiery Campaigner Has Tough Fight 


The party's three prestigious new recruits, Jean Marchand, 
Pierre Elliot Trudeau and Gerard Pelletier, also won their rid- 
ings. Law professor Trudeau and journalist Pelletier both won 
comfortably, but for Mr. Marchand, a former labor leader and 
the most fiery campaigner of the three, it was a race down to 
the wire against Creditiste Lucien Plourde in Quebec West. 

The Liberal gains can by no means be interpreted as a 
declaration of enthusiastic support for the party in Quebec, 
Most Quebec ridings are traditionally Liberal and some of 
Grit wins were in ridings which were simply returning to their 
traditional voting habits.. Incsome of these ridings the Liberals 
had the only well-co-ordinated organization. 

Most observers are inclined to feel that at least some of the 
Creditistes’ success in holding the seats they did, especially in 
the more isolated northern ridings, was due to the fear of 
conscription raised by Real Caouette. Conscription is an old 
bogey in Quebec and Mr. Caouette hit hard on the prediction 
that a Liberal government would send conscripts to Viet Nam. 

For the Liberals there is a bright note, at least for the Jong 
run, in the opinion of many observers here that the election has 
mow purged-the taint of scandal. and. that, with.its new and 
highiv-respected recruits, the party can now begin to rebuild 
its prestige. 

For the Conservatives, although as far as seats are con- 
cerned their position is little changed from 1963, there was the 
demonstration that the party retains a solid, if small, base of 
strength in Quebec. 

Once again the NDP must be satisfied with a small increase 
in its popular vote, 

As for Real Caouette, he is angrily denouncing the news- 
papers for opposing him, as he did in 1963, and, as in 1963 when

LAUREL, Md (AP)—Roman 
Brother remained the strong 7- 
to-5 favorite Monday to win the 
$150,000 Laurel International 
race Thursday. 


But the American horse had 


to share attention with at least 
one of the seven rivals he will 
face in the 14%-mile race over 
Laurel's sun-baked grass course 
—George Royal, the big four- 
year-old bay owned by Ernest 
C, Hammond and Robert W. 
Hall of Vancouver. (See Hal 
Malone's column). 


The only shift in the odds 
Monday was the shortening of 
the quotation on George Royal 
to 8 to 1 from 10 to 1 and the 
lengthening on the United 
States’ Hail to All to 10 to 1 
from 8 to 1. 

As exercise boy Jerry De- 
Marzio brought the little four- 
year-old Roman Brother from 
Lou Wolfson's Harbor View 
farm off the track after a.long 
gallop, he was the centre of at- 
traction. 


Many spectators, out to see 
the early morning workouts, 
seemingly were unable to be- 
lieve there was so much power 
and speed packed in such a 
little frame. 


Roman Brother, nearing the 
$1,000,000 mark in earnings with 
a bank account of $920,203, is a 
dwarf alongside such rivals as 
Hill Rise from George A. Polk's 

=i Peco Ranch of California, 
Berenjenal, the rangy Argen- 
tine, and Diatome, one of the 
two French entries. 


The gelding stands just over 
15 hands — 60 inches — and 
doesn't weigh more than 915 
pounds soaking wet. 


“He's all heart,” said Arturo 
Bullrich, co-owner with Ale- 
jandro Orfila of Beranjenal. 
“T always ‘Shave admired him. 
The way I figure it, he defin- 
itely is the horse to beat, with 
my horse battling Hill Rise 
and . . . George Royal for a 
money spot.” 


Berenejenal was a distant 


second to Roman Brother in 
the recent Jockey Club Gold 
Cup at New York's Aqueduct. 


“He is not only all heart, but 
he is a mean little devil,” said 
Demarzio. “He gives you his 
best at every race. But don't 
get too close to him. He'd just 
as soon take a bite out of your 
hand.” 

Brauilio Baeza will ride Ro- 
man Brother when the field 
takes off. 


Victory will be worth $90,- 


000, with $25,000 to second, 
$15,000 to third, $10,000 to 
fourth and $5,000 to each of 
the fifth and sixth-place fin- 
ishers. 

As Roman Brother returned 
to his stall Monday, attention 
turned to the horses rated be- 
hind him in the advance line 
drawn up by the track’s mu- 
tuel department. They also 
were out for gallops over the 
grass course, which badly 
needs rain. 


“My horse finally has found 
himself,” said veteran trainer 
Bill Finnegan of Hill Rise. 
“He really has taken to the 
grass and I don't mean just 
to eat it.” 

The advance line quoted Hill 
Rise at 4 to 1, with Diatome 
next at 5 to 1.

Now the long distance operator was saying: 
“Here's your party at Laurel.” On the line, whining 
like an air raid siren, came the voice of Donnie Rich- 
ardson, “Haylo.” : 

Mr. Richardson is an emigrant from Texas. He has pledged 
allegiance to the Queen, the Canadian Flag, and the income 
tax department, but in conversation he still has the rich twang 
of an El Paso cowboy fresh 
off the range. 

Richardson is holidaying at 
Laurel, Maryland, with a 
horse. He is the custodian of 
George Royal, Canada's hope 
to right the monetary imbal- 
ance between this country and 
the U.S. 

George Royal has won 
$191,000 in his racing career, 
$94,053 at U.S. temples of 
chance. Not many four-year- 
olds of my acquaintance have 
done as well. On Thursday 
he will attempt to relieve the 
bookkeeper at Laurel of 
$90,000, first money in the 
$150,000-added Washington In- 
ternational. 

Richardson house-mothers 
George Royal for Bobby Hall 
and Ernie Hammond of Van- 
couver, His job is to ensure 
that George, a $3,500 pur- 
chase, eats well, does not suf- 
fer from insomnia, stays out 
of night clubs and is feeling his oats, so to speak, on Thursday. 

“George is real good now,” Richardson was saying. He 
put muscle in “real’’. 

“He wasn’t at his peak when he won the Canadian at 
Woodbine. He was tiahed at the end, but on that wet grass, 
it was lahk goin’ two miles instead of a mile and fiahv eighths. 
Longden said, though, that if he'd had to go around agin, he'd 
still have been in front." 


Rules Demand Horse Be Accompanied 


Longden is John Longden, English-born, Canadian-raised 
equestrian, at 58 a grandfather and the world’s winningest 
(6,023) helmsman. 

Longden guided George in the Canadian championship 
and steered him into the winner's circle in the $125,000 San 
Juan Capistrano last March. Behind him that day were such 
nob'e aristocrats as Hill Rise ard Duel. 

Never before had a B.C.-bred invoked such emotion in 
the hearts of local horse lovers. They sent him telegrams of 
encouragement like “bon voyage and bring home the bacon, 
baby needs shoes.”’ In the B.C. Legislature, Premier Bennet 
interrupted business to laud George. 

Longden was scheduled to be aboard George in the Inter- 
national. But at Bay Meadows 10 days ago the stewards found 
John guilty of careless driving and banned him for 10 days. 

Since the rules demand that a horse be accompanied, 
Hall, Hamond & Co. had to act fast. ri 

“We didn't know what to do," Hall said. ‘Finally we called 
Donnie and told him to use his judgment.” 


‘Mr. Cool’ Climbs on the Hot Seat 


In the past, midget U.S. millionaires have hot broken 
down the doors to get on Canadian horses. But George is dif- 
ferent. He puts his pants on one leg at a time like other 
horses but in the International, he has a big shot. Just the 
other day, $60,000 (Hall thinks it was all Canadian loot) was 
wagered on George. 

“The phone started ringing here as soon as it was an- 
nounced that Longden couldn't ride,’ Richardson was saying. 
“T heard from Shoemaker, Pierce, Milo Valenzuela, Church 
and I forget how many others. Somebody wrote that Bill 
Hartack wanted in too, but that’s wrong. He never called 
and we never called him.” 

Richardson settled on Shoemaker, called Willie by friends, 
and ‘Mr. Shoemaker” by his banker. 

“They're all good,’ Richardson said. ‘‘But Shoe’s the 
coolest. Man, with all that dough on the line, you gotta be cool.” 

Shoemaker won't arrive at Laurel from Aqueduct until 
the night before the race. But he'll have a: fit horse. 


Hill Rise Likes Grass Both Ways— 


Richardson drilled him a mile in one minute, 40 seconds 
Saturday—“‘his last long work.’” But Shoe knows George. He 
saw him roll by, a blur of colors, when he was pumping Hill 
Rise in the San Juan. 

With Shoemaker signed, Richardson has no problems 
except the condition of the track and the seven other entries. 

The International is at a mile and a half on turf. But 
Richardson was saying, “This is the hardest turf I've evah 
seen. Hasn't rained here for a long time. Looks ‘ike it could 
anytime. Ah'm prayin’ it'll staht to come down by Tuesday. 
Thet would be jes’ fine.”

With 
$920,203 in the bank, Roman Brother ranks only behind Kelso, 
Roum Table, Nashua, Carry Back, Citation and Swoon's Son, 
in personal wealth, Bit, he has run only once on grass and 
finished fifth, indicating he prefers his grass eaten and not 
trampled. 

Roman Brother is the big horse on form, but George is the 
largest on tape. 

“George goes 17 hands and weighs about 1,075 now,” 
Richardson was saying. ““Thet’s his best fightin’ weight.”’ 

Was he scared of any particular horse? 

“All of them,” Richardson said 

“They're good or they wouldn't be here.”

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TRAFFIC CLOSURE PLAN 


Victoria city council will 
reconsider plans to close a 
block of Bastion Street to all 
but pedestrians because busi- 
nesses have protested. 

Arguments put forward to- 
day by Humber's furniture 
and a Bank of Montreal 
branch manager were sup- 
ported by results of a city 
engineering parkinre survey. 

Approaches were made to 
Bastion Square -edevelopment 
committee, which proposes 
closing the block of Bastion 
between Government and 
Langley to make a pedestrian 
walk into the square. 

Bruce Humber said a pri- 
vate traffic survey showed 
that on Oct. 26 an average 97 
cars per hour used the one- 
way street between 9 a.m. 
and 5 p.m. 

The block has five 12- 
minute parking meters which 
were used by an average of 
5.3 cars an hour for seven 
hours Oct. 28, the engineer’s 
survey showed. 

“This is quite a surprise,” 
Mayor R. B. Wilson said, 
suggesting that an attractive 
entry to the square might be 
created while retaining the 
street for traffic. 

He said Humber’s 
favoring vehicle and pedes- 
trian access with an arch, 
kiosk, hanging baskets and 
flags around the entrance 
“makes a great deal of 
sense,” 

The committee asked engin- 
eering consultants Willis and 
Cunliffe to make an alternative 


suggestion for the use of Bas-| 


tion Street. 

Mayor Wilson said the idea 
of redevelopment is, to keep 
business healthy, and the only 
objective in closing the street 
to traffic was to make an 
attractive entry to the square,

Mr, Campbell said an estimate 
of less than $6,000 annual salary 
\for a municipal clerk-assessor- 
treasurer was so far below the 
going rate in Greater Victoria 
for comparable work that he did 
not think anyone would apply 
for the post. 

He added a doubt that any in- 
dividual “‘would have so many 
talents’’ or want the responsi- 
bilities of a post involving all 
three jobs. 

“They also suggest some sort 
of engineer-works foreman- 
building inspector, again at a 
salary estimate that is way too 
low,” he said, 

The minister said the group's 
report was not submitted to him 
but he happened to obtain a 
copy and was making his re- 
marks as a matter of public in- 
terest, 

The ratepayers will have to 
decide for themselves whether 
they want amalgamation or sep- 
arate incorporation, he said. 

Either course will require a 
favorable vote before it can be 
implemented,

BRIDGE LESSON 


The Jacoby two no-trump response by an unpassed 
hand in response to partner's major suit opening takes 
jthe place of the old-fashioned forcing jump raise except 
that the hand is un- 
limited on the up side. 

The opener rebids as 
follows : 

With a singleton, 
opener bids three in the 
singleton suit. 

With a void opener bids 
four in the void suit un- 
less the void suit is 
spades and opener does 
not want to get past 
game under his, own 
steam. 


With no singleton or 
void opener jumps to 
four of his suit with a 
minimum, bids three noe 
trump with a fair hand, 
and three of his suit with 
a hand that is a full king 
or more above a mini- 
mum. 

From then on you are 
on your own to go further, except that in general a bid 
of four in the agreed suit will be a sign-off. 
| Today's hand shows how this singleton bid made it 
easy for North and South to get to a slam with only 25 high 
card points between them. South’s opening heart bid is 
almost a dead minimum but he responds three diamonds 
to his partner’s Jacoby two no-trump. North takes over 
from then on. 

The slam is not a laydown because there are two 
possible losing tricks in the hand but South had two shots 
at it and the first one worked. After drawing trumps he 
led the singleton club from dummy. Since East held the 
ace, he had to play it or lose it, whereupon South was able 
to discard one of dummy’'s spades on the king and cross- 

ruff the hand out.

Can Be Refastened * 


Retina 


By DR, WALTER ALVEREZ 


Unfortunately, quite a few 
persons, and perhaps especial- 
Jy persons with a marked de- 
gtee of nearsightedness, will 
suffer from 
what is called 
a de taehed 
retina. The 
retina is the 
menrbrane at 
the back of 
the eye, which 

does the see- 
ing. It can 
separate from 
the main wall 
of the eye- 
ball. In such cases, an able 
ophthamologist can sometimes 
get the retina to go back into 
place and can fasten it there. 

Someone wants to knaw if 
this disease will damage the 
brain, but I don't see how it 
could, Usually all the detached 
retina does is to leave the per- 
son with a big dark area in his 
field of vision. 

A number of people have 
asked about a staphylococcus 
(or a “staph infection, as most 
people call it) and why it 
sometimes is so dangerous. A 
staphylococcus is a common 
germ whiich grows in the form 
of a bunch of grapes—hence 
the name, from the Greek 
staphilo, meaning ‘‘a bunch of 
grapes,’’ and coccus—a berry. 

There are several types, with 
different possiblities for doing 
harm. One type, which grows 
in the skin of all of us, seldom 
does any harm. Another. type 
may produce boils; or in the 
case of an infant, it may pro- 
duce an ugly infection on the 
skin of the face. 

Another type—the danger- 
ous. one, and much feared— 
sometimes “gets loose’ and 
seattered about in a hospital, 
particularly in the ward where 
the newborn infants are. This 
form of “staph” is dangerous 
bécause it*is resistant to anti- 
biotics, and hence it is often 
hard to get rid of. Staph can 
produce abscesses in tissues 
or in bone. Fortunately, to- 
day we have antibiotics which 
will kill most of these germs 
and can thus save the patient.

and then, taking a bit of can- 
cer from the patient, put it un- 
der his skin and sewed it in 
there, It did not grow. 

Since then, this experiment 
has been performed many a 
time on volunteers, and it has 
been found that usually can- 
cerous tissue, when transplant- 
ed, will grow only when the 
person is so nearly dead of 
cancer that apparently his tis- 
sues have lost all of their orig- 
inal strong powers of resist- 
ance. 

I have known many people 
who had so much natural re- 
sistance to the growth of can- 
cer that, after they were 
looked on as hopeless, they 
lived on for years. Sir Peter 
Buck, the great anthoropolo- 
gist of Polynesia, when op- 
erated on was found to have 
an incurable cancer growing 
in his liver, Perhaps because 
he was a strongly built man, 
he lived on for four years: 

The other day, I reecived a 
letter from an old friend who 
must be now around the age of 
80. Some 40 years ago, when 
I began to work alongside of 
him, he had had one leg and 
thigh removed because of a 
highly malignant cancer of a 
foot. Shortly after the opera- 
tion, the cancer returned in 
his groin, but then it never 
grew, apparently because his 
body resistance was _ too 
strong. 

I am always interested in 
hearing of something that will 
help handicapped people to 
take care of themselves and 
get about, and then perhaps

Mrs. Eliott D. Odell, an able 
woman, after suffering a 
stroke, used all her inventive 
powers to plan clothes for 
women who have only one use- 
able hand.

PRINCE ALBERT — There 
ean be no doubt about it: the 
Liberals won the election but 
John Diefenbaker won the 
campaign. 

He fought against odds that 
even in retrospect, look im- 
possible. Only two months 
ago it seemed preposterous to 
suggest that this elecion would 
be anything more than a poli- 
tical obituary for that stub- 
born old politician from Prince 
Albert. 

But he proclaimed his fifth 
“appointment with destiny,"’ 
and he almost met it. 

His failure to pioneer any 
dynamic new solution to Can- 
ada’s problems, mattered little 
to Canadian electors. 

His appeal rang true, and 
that was what counted. 


under the Pearson administra- 
tion, a wedge had been driven 
between the government and 
the people. 

It was this last appeal which 
probably did the most damage 
to the Liberal cause. The 
Pearson administration in fact 
was not a people's government 
but a regime of ‘well-meaning 
technocrats. The voters 
sensed thrs alienation, inter- 
preted it as arrogance, and 
opted against it. 

John Diefenbaker's' triumph 
remains only a half victory, 
because he is still far removed 
from any return to power, But 
he has gained at least two 
momentous personal achieve-

A Statistician’ 


It is a well-known fact that 
nutritional levels in large parts 
of Asia, Africa and Latin Am- 
erica are very low and that 
over the last decade no signi- 
ficant progress has been made 
in raising them. Increases in 
food production, substantial as 
they were, have been largely 
wiped out by increases in pop- 
ulation. 

The population is growing at 
an accelerating rate, adding 
every year over 50 million 
people to these areas. Simul- 
taneously, largely arising from 
growing political conscious- 
ness, people are clamoring for 
improved levels of living, and 
in particular for more and 
better food at prices within 
their reach: 

There are many aspects to 
the problem: the facts about 
the current level of diet, the 
inadequacy to ensure a 
healthy, active life to the peo- 
ple, the number of sufferers 
from hunger and malnutrition, 
the immediate need to make 
good the deficiencies in the 
diet, the possibilities of raising 
the needed food, etc. 

The salient feature regard- 
ing the current levels of diets 
is that the diet in the poor 
countries consists predomi- 
nantly of cereals and starchy 
roots amounting to an average 
consumption of nearly 600

— the problem of poverty and 
scarcity becomes less acute, 
They are relevant for plan- 
ning purposes, looking as far 
ahead as the year 2000. 

The food basket available 
today in the less developed 
countries is hardly four-fifths 
of the diet represented by the 
short-term goal. The deficit 
is particularly large in pro- 
tective foods whose availabil- 
ity per person is only three- 
fourths of what is nutritionally 
desirable under the short-term 
goal of nutrition. 

If in addition to providing 
for the needs of the growing 
population we are also to re- 
move hunger and attempt a 
modest improvement in the 
quality of diet to meet the 
needs of the vulnerable groups 
the total tood supplies of 
the underdeveloped countries 
would have to be increased 
by over 89 per cent by the 

pear 1980. 

The attainment of the short- 
term and long-term goals of 
nutrition pre-supposes that the 
additional supplies of protec- 
tive foods and in particular 
animal products would be ad- 
ministered to the needy. Such 
feeding programs have been 
successfully undertaken in the 
developed countries through 
the school clinics and the hos-

NEW YORK (UPI)—A 22-year- 
old former seminary student and 
anti-war fanatic drenched him- 
self with gasoline in front of 
United Nations head quarters 
here today and turned himself 
into a pillar of flame with a 
match. He was critically in- 
jured. 

‘IT am a Catholic worker,” 
murmured Roger Laporte 
through his blistered lips as he 
was rushed to a hospital through 
the empty streets shortly after 
5 a.m. “I am anti-war, all wars. 
I did this as a religious action. I 
picked this hour so no one could 
stop me.” 

As ambulance attendants gin- 
gerly loaded him into their ve- 
hicle, the young pacifist said his 
act of self-destruction was a pro- 
test against ‘‘all the hate in the 
world.” 

The fire, which blackened and 
blistered 95 per cent of the body 
of Laporte, of Utica, N.Y., melt- 
ed his rubber sneakers onto the 
pavement. But Laport, who as- 
sociated with a group of draft 
eard-burning pacifists, failed te 
damage his own draft card 
which he carried in his wailet 
The 2-S (student) draft card was 
found on the street when he was 
rushed to a hospital.
